Ann  E.  Boehm  is  Professor 
Emeritus  of  Psychology  and 
Education,  Teacher's  College, 
Columbia  University.  She 
received  her  Ph.D.  from 
Columbia  University  and 
has  been  a faculty  member 
at  Teacher's  College  for  40 
years,  where  she  continues 
to  teach  and  conduct 
research.  Boehm  specializes 
in  psycho-educational 
assessment,  observation, 
and  concept  acquisition 
in  young  children.  She  is 
also  interested  in  issues 


relating  to  young  children's 
successful  development  of 
literacy  skills  and  in  their 
use  of  strategies  to  follow 
multiple-step  directions.  She 
served  as  chair  of  the  former 
Department  of  Development 
and  Education  Psychology 
and  led  an  intergenerational 
literacy  project  at  Teachers 
College  Literacy  Center.

Kay  Ferrell,  internationally 
known  for  her  work  in  the 
development  and  education 
of  individuals  with  visual 
disabilities  - particularly 
infants  and  preschoolers  - 
has  served  as  a member  of 
the  University  of  Northern 
Colorado  faculty  for  over  20 
years.  In  addition  to  teaching 
and  mentoring  students  at 
UNO,  Ferrell  also  has  served 
as  assistant  dean  of  the 
College  of  Education  and 
Behavioral  Sciences.  As 
the  director  of  the  School 
of  Special  Education,  she 
has  coordinated  graduate 
programs  in  visual  impairment 
and  early  childhood  special 
education,  and  the  doctoral 
program  in  special  education. 


In  2001,  she  co-founded  UNC's 
National  Center  on  Low- 
Incidence  Disabilities,  which 
served  as  an  international 
clearing  house  of  resources 
for  teachers  and  parents  of 
children  with  visual  disabilities.

owner/operator  of  Full  Ceil 
Braille,  Inc.,  in  Burlington,  Iowa. 
Romeo  is  also  an  Offender 
Workforce  Development 
Specialist  (OWDS)  for 
Southeastern  Community 
College  in  partnership  with 
Southeast  Iowa  WORKS.  He 
is  extremely  passionate  about 
braille  and  the  rehabilitative 
qualities  the  vocation  provides 
offenders  who  participate  in 
prison  braille  programs  across 
the  nation. 

Romeo  wanted  to  showcase 
the  immense  knowledge  base 
inside  the  prison  programs 
for  the  benefit  of  the  entire 
braille  community,  and  so 
created  the  From  Beyond  the 


Walls  program,  which  allows 
incarcerated  men  and  women  to 
make  training  presentations  via 
video  conferencing  to  national 
audiences  attending  braille 
conferences.  Last  year,  prisons 
in  Indiana,  Michigan,  and  Texas 
participated,  with  Georgia 
scheduled  to  join  the  program  in 
the  coming  year. 

Workshops  presented  by 
participants  have  included 
using  MS  Word  to  create  braille 
textbooks  in  both  EBAE  and 
UEB,  de-programming  the  use 
of  EBAE  and  incorporating  UEB, 
the  effects  of  UEB  in  Nemeth 
text  and  how  UEB  has  changed 
the  transcription  and  formatting 
of  Nemeth  textbooks.  Beyond 
the  Walls  has  been  instrumental 
in  gaining  national  recognition 
to  prison  braille  programs,  and 
the  trainings  have  been  so 
successful  that  offenders  are 
being  considered  for  jobs  even 
before  they  leave  the  prison 
setting.
